These fotir indictments contain the 
Same charges. Each is in 10 counts. 
Eight of the counts charge conspiracy 
to embezzle and steal $100,000. One 
count charges a conspiracy to com- 
mit the crime of embezzlement, and 
one charges conspiracy to commit the 
crime of larceny. They are drawn 
under common law forms. Under the 
statute persons convicted of conspir- 
acy at common law may be punished 
by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for from one to five years, and may be 
fined not more than $2000. 

The $100,000 conspiracy indictments 
apparently deal with irregularities 
in the Health and Street Departments 
and the auditing of accounts and pay- 
ment of warrants for expenditures in 
those departments. The Post-Dis- 
patch investigation showed there had 
been large expenditures to the profit 
of city officials in these departments. 

Alderman Had City Contracts. 

The inquiry’ revealed that, although 
the laws of Illinois prohibit city offi- | 
cers from being directly or indirestly 
interested in any contract with the city. 
Aldermen Tietje, Degen, Huschie and 
Rouge and Treasurer Gerold had been 
paid money by the city on contracts 
tor work or supplies. 

Tietje, & grocer, the ‘investigation 
showed, had been paid hundreds of dol- 
lars a month on statements that he 


gion Hospital, bills being rendered for 
several months when there were no 
patients in the institution.  Tietje, as 
a grocer, submitted his bills to the 
city, and as chairman of the Council 
Claims Committee, Tietie O K’d his 
own dills. 

There were a few bills submitted by 
the Gerold Storage, Packing ahd Moving 
Co., of which former Treasurer Gerold 
is secretary. Books of the Comptroller's 
office showed that the city paid out 
nearly $1000 a month to H. W. Rodawald 
and Harry Le Compte for teams used 
on the streets. Rodawald was assistant 
manager of the Gerold Storage, Pack- 
ing and Moving Co., at a sdlary of less 
than $100 a month. There is no person 
in East St. Louis of the name of Harry 
Le Compte, though Gerold's brother has 
a stepbrother named Louis Le Compte. 

The Health Department purchased the 
greatr part of its supplies from Sondag, 
who conducts one of the larger retail 
drug stores in East St. Louis. Although 
the city made purchases in wholesale 
lots, it paid retail prices. 

The one indictment in which former 
Comptroller Rodenberger is named alone 
charges that he embezzled six city rec- 
ords of the value of $10 each, and that 
he embezzled treasury warrants to the 
value of $10,000. The statutory penalty 
for embezzlement is imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for from one to 15 years. 


The charge of embezzlement of the 
records grows out of the(disappearance 
of two city bond registers, two fund 
records and two claims records from the 
vaults of the Comptroller's office three 
weeks before the grand jury met to in- 
vestigate municipal irregularities. 


The disappearance followed soon aft: 
er Rodenberger, then Comptroller, re- 
fused to permit State’s Attorney Web 
to take to the latter’s office vouchers, 
warrants and other records he desired 
to assist in preparing his evidence for 
presentation to the grand jury. 
Rodenberger Was Dismissed. 

The fact that the records had disap- 
peared did not become public until a 
Post-Dispatch reporter obtamed the in- 
formation, which had been confided to a 
friend by Rodenberger. When ques- 
tioned Rodenberger admitted that on 
hia return from a three days“ fishing 
trip to Kampeville, II., he had found 
that the records were missing’ from the 
vaults. He declared that they had been 
stolen and that he had no idea where 
they had gone or who had taken them. 
As a result of the loss of the records, 
Rodenberger was removed from ‘office

Although the evidence to 
support this indictment was not made) 
public, it was reported at the time the 
grand jury summoned witnesses on the 
matter that the Louisville & Nashville 
special agents had found the stolen 
whisky in the saloon of Hankins in The 
Valley.“ and that the stenotype ma- 
chine was recovered from Grigsby on the 
payment of a sum of money. 
The indictment against ‘14 of the 16 
members of the 1912 City Council, and in- 
cluding former Mayor Lambert, Gerold 
and Rodenberger, charges that they en- 
tered into a conspiracy to defraud the 
city of $25,000. The manner of the al- 
leged fraud is not disclosed in the in- 
dictment, but it is believed it is drawn 
to cover $4000 appropriated by the Coun- 
cil for a junket of its members and sev- 
eral city officials to Buffalo, N. Y., and 
other Eastern cities in September, 1912, 
and appropriations for salaries Council- 
men illegally paid to themselves. 

It became known during the Post-Dis- 
patch investigation that although at 
least four members of the Council did 
not go on the trip, money was appropri- 
ated by the Council to pay their ex- 
penses,“ and that there was a general 
division of $4000 on the basis of $200 to 
each member of the Council and such 
city officials as went on the trip. This

Although this indictment charges con- 
spiracy to defraud the city of $25,000, 
under the Illinois law, the State’s At- 
torney is not limited to that amount, 
and he could bring in evidence to in- 
clude the additional facts revealed by 
the Post-Dispatch investigation that for 
more than a year Councilmen voted to 
themselves money as salaries in viola- 
tion of the statutes of Illinois and the 
ordinances of the. city. 

The law provides that members of the 
Council shall each receive $3 for each 
meeting actually attended.

Each person convicted on this indict- 

ment the Illinois statutes provide, may 
be imprisoned in the penitentiary for 
from one to five years, and may be fined 
not more than $2000. . 
The nine indictments a®ainst John D. 
Young, former deputy Building Commis- 
sioner, charge that he embezzled funds 
paid into the Building Commissioner's 
office as fees for building permits, and 
that as secretary of the Plumbers Ex- 
amining Board, he embezzled money 
paid in by persons to whom plumbers’ 
licenses were issued.

The body of Adolphus Busch was on 
its way to St. Louis Wednesday on 4 
special train from Hoboken, N. J., where 
it was landed from the Kronprinz Wil- 
helm Tuesday. The multimillionaire 
brewer died a week ago last Friday at 
his villa in Langenschwalbach, Rhenish 
Prussia, and the funeral is to be held 
a. the home in Busch place Saturday 
afternoon. 

It is expected the special train wil: 
airive at the brewery over the Manu- 
facturers’ Railway tracks, between 7 
and 8 p. m. The body will lie in state 
at the residence until the time of the 
funeral. Friday the general public will 
be permitted to view the body. 

Max Zach, conductor of the St. Louls 
Symphony Orchestra, will direct the 
music at the funeral, returning home à 
week before his intended time, for that 
purposes. A picked body of Symphony 
musicians will play, and all the music 
will be instrumental. | | 

The Board of Directors of the Sym- 
phony Society probably will make the 
first number on the program of Nov. 7 
a memorial number, in honor of Busch, 
who was a liberal supporter of the so- 
ciety. This custom originated in Bos- 
ton, where a memorial number is played 
at the concert following the death of 
& prominent’ man. 

In respect to Busch's memory, the di- 
rectors of the Liederkranz Club have 
‘postponed the opening ball, which was 
to take place Saturday night, and the 
Sunset Hill Country Club has ealled off 
its dinner dance, scheduled for that 
night. 

Adolphus Busch III was in charge of 
the funeral arrangements, pending the 
arrival of his father, August A. Busch, 
who accompanies the body. Young 
Rusch and Eberhard Anheuser called 
on Chief of Police Young Tuesday to 
arrange for a police detail at the fu- 
neral. They were assured ‘of suitable 
police provisions for the funeral, which 
is expected to be one of the largest 
gatherings of people ever seen in St. 
Louis.

li” which a would-be blackmailer sent | 
to Mrs, Julius Rosenwald and Mrs. 
Frederick M. Steele of Highland Park,

showed today. 

The chemist discovered only a few 
cultures of mold such as may accumu- 
late in fruit preserved. 

Investigation of the letters has con 
vinced posta! inspectors that they were 
written and the plot concocted by twe 
persons. One, it is bel’eved, is a phy- 
sician, from the use of medical terms. 
The other they believe is a woman. 

Text of Threatening Letter. 

“Mrs. Frederick M. Steele, Highland 
Park, Iil.—Dear’ Madame: Having re- 
ceived my diploma of doctor of medi- 
cine and bacteriology at Heidelberg in 
1907, I came to the United States to 
study a serious contagious disease, which 
was most prevalent in some of the 
Southern States last winter. There were 
over 13,000 fatal cases of this disease 
recorded last winter in Chicago. 

After four years of experimental 
study I have succeeded,in discovering 
a prophylactic which will destroy the 
germs of this disease in the human 
body, if used before the ninth day after 
infection, but I have not yet succeeded 
in discovering a serum which will act 
as a remedy in far advanced cases. 

“Four years of continuous experi- 
mental study have exhausted my in- 
herited means, because to experiment 
with my 
work in the slums, but last winter 
alone I effected 106 cures of about 150 
patients; in the other cases the dis- 
ease was too far advanced for my 
serum. a e

Gallery Crowd at Signal Makes 
Rush for High Priced Seats . 
During Introduction. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
Mrs. 


NEW YuvUR Oct. 22.—When 
Emmeline Pankhurst wae held up st 
Ellis Island for two days and then Ho- 
erated through presidential intervention, 
many New York theatrical managers 
and press agents said: 

“A million dollars’ worth of adver- 
tising! She'll pack her Madison Square 
Garden meeting to the doors.“ 

Last night, when Mrs. Pankhurst, aft- 
er all the newspaper talk about her 
hold-up at Ellis Island and after all 
the interviews in which it was pre- 
dicted what she was going to tell about 
the militant cause in England, took the 
platform in Madison Square Garden, 
about 3000 persons were there. 

“A flivver!’” said the same theatrical 
folk, who were there to see what was 
happening. And there isn’t any word 
which describes the meeting more pic- 
turesquely or more succinctly. A “‘fliv- 
ver!” It was just that. And for the 
benefit of those who don’t know theatri- 
cal jargon, a “flivver’’ means a bloom- 
er,“ and a “bloomer” means a failure— 
at least from a monetary standpoint. 

High Priced Seats Usurped. 

As has béen said, there were about 
3000 persons in the brilliantly lighted 
Garden whien the meeting began. They 
had paid from 50 cents to $2.50 a seat 
to hear Mrs, Pankhurst and it was 
what the theatrical folk call a decided- 
ly top-heavy house—almost everybody 
was in the galleries. Charles Edward 
Russell, Socialist orator and writer, act- 
ed as chalrman- of the meeting, and was 
making one of his best speeches when, 
at some signal which the unobservant 
listeners didn’t get, everybody from the 
cheap seats piled down to the best seats. 

There were cries of indignation. The 
folk who had paid the big price object- 
ed. Was this a suffrage meeting for 
The Cause, or was it a money-making 
scheme? Martin W. Littleton, lawyer 
and orator himself, got up and walked 
out of the meeting and then sent from 
his club, across the street, a public let- 
ter to the press gallery about it. 

Suffragettes waved their yellow flags 
throughout the evening. The band 
played. The speeches were stirring. 
Mrs. Pankhurst’s address was strong. 
But the poor attendance and the down- 
flocking of the galleryites. effectually 
„killed“ the meeting. Before Mrs. 
Pankhurst was half through her address 
the audience was—to use still another 
theatrical expressinn—“ walking out on 
her.” She didn’t finish until long after 
u o’clock, and by ‘that time scarcely 
1500 persons were left in the house. 

Dishonest, Says Littleton. 

Littleton, it appeared, had bought 
three of the best seats in the house— 
at $2.50 apiece. With him, when he an- 
tered them, were Mrs. Littleton and a 
woman friend of hers. 

After the downpouring of the popu- 
lace, which has already been referr=:! 
to, Littleton was seen to seize his hat 
and depart. It was believed he nad 
received a hurry-up call or something 
of the sort until, a little fhter, a mes- 
senger boy delivered this note to the te- 

porters: 

Manhattan Club, New York, Oct. 
To the Press Gallery: 

J just paid $2.50 apiece for three tick- 
ets to hear Mrs. Pankhurst, and no 
sooner was 1 seated than everybody 
from everywhere, by some signal which 
was evidently agreed upon in advance. 
tumbled helter skelter into my seats. 

“These people no doubt are just as 
good as I am, and probably in many 
respects better; but the point I am 
driving at is this: Must everybody and 
everything be a humbug? 

“Is this a money-making affair? 1 
left the hall because I didn’t wish io 
have any argument about rights when 
the whole meeting was manifest, 
planned to sell rights (and gentlemen) 
without discrimination. 

“The whole arrangement was simply 
dishonest.

DISCUSSION SIMPLIFIED 


O’Gorman’s Statement Indicates 
Opposition to Early Passage 
Is Broken. 


By Ware From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The 
nouncement by Senator O’Gorman mat 
he believes the administration banking 
and currency bill will be enacted into 
law at this session, and that he will 
work to that end, caused much commeat 
in official circles today. Those who 
have followed the course of the vill up- 
peared to see in Senator O’Gorman’s 


statement reason to believe that the op- 
position to the immediate passage of 
the bill is broken and that the Presi- 
dent will be successful in his fight for 
action before Congress adjourn3a. Ra- 
newed optimism was shown at the 
White House over the prospects of me 
early passage of the Dill. 

When asked if he agreed with Pres- 
ident Wilson’s opinion that the passage 
of the currency bill is assured, Sena- 
tor Reed of Missouri, who has been re- 
garded as one of the Democratic 929- 
ponents of the bill, said: 

“I hope the committee will make a 
unanimous report, and I hope that the 
report will be agreed to before Nov. 
10, so the bill can go to the Senate +s 
early as possible. I believe that the 
hearings that the committee’ has held 
and the consideration it will give tne 
bill before the report is made will re- 
duce greatly the amount of debate that 
would have been had otherwise. 

Debate May Be Cut Down. 

J believe that the Senate will not 
occupy much time in debate in the event 
that the Republicans and Democrats in 
the committee agree upon the amend- 
ments which must be made to the bill. 

“It is impossible for any man to say 
how much time will be occupied in de- 
bate in the Senate and I will not hazard 
an opinion. 

1 shall offer a number of amend- 
ments to the bill when the committee 
takes it up for consideration. In its 
present condition the bill, if passed, 
would cause a stringency. Banks would 
be compelled to call loans and the gen- 
eral sudden movement of tremendous 
funds would cause a serious condition 
in the market. This must be remedied. 
“On the other hand, the proposed plan 
on currency has no limit and it would 
tend toward an inflation of the currency 
in the long run. If the system is to be 
A success a great majority of national 
banks, large and small, must come into 
t. There is reason to believe that many 
country banks would not come in if the 
bill were passed in its present form. 
It must be made attractive to them. 

“I doubt the propriety of placing all 
the Government funds in the reserve 
banks. The bill provides that this shall 
be done. I believe it should be made 
Jiscretionary, instead of obligatory, with 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 
“These are but a few of the more

Hearings Close Saturday. 
“Things that looked extremely diffi- 
cult a few weeks ago appear quite sim- 
ple now, since ‘we have held hearings 
and have heard from men of all seo- 
tions of the country. The hearing will 
close Saturday night, and the committee 
will get to work immediately on the 
proposed changes.“

Twenty-four bishops, most of them 
elderly, sober-minded men, are here to 
attend the semi-annual meeting of the 
college of bishops, which opened 
Wednesday morning at Union Church, 
Lucas and Garrison avenues. Those geen 
at the hotel were the advance guard of 
the gathering. 

“Revérsal’ of home policy has much 
to do with the trend of affairs,” said 
Bishop Richard J. Cooke of Portland, 
Ore. He is book editor for the denom- 
ination and is looked upon as an au- 
thority on church literature. 

Mothers Imitate Daughters. 

“In the good old days the girls fol- 
lowed the wholesome example set by 
their mothers, but today it is the oppo- 
site. Many mothers imitate their daugh- 
ters. They not only encourage the girls 
to enter the whirl of frivolity, but actu- 
ally accompany them. 

There is entirely too much tango, too 
much harum-scarum dress. I pity rather 
then censure the women. They are 
slaves of fashion. They are uncon- 
sciously allowing themselves to be led 
by the nose, by the worst element of 
Paris. 

I do not think they are trying to ap- 
peal to the eye of man 80 much as they 
are endeavoring to outdo each other. 

“Tt is a case of ‘mine’s better than 
ners“ The extreme in immodest dress 
has been reached and let us hope that 
there will be reversion to mone an 4 
becoming types. 

“There is no other agency that has 
a greater tendency to promote the di- 
vorce evil than the present day styles 
of pleasure and dress.“ 

Reformation Already Under Way. 

Bishop Frederick D. Leete of Atlanta 
Ga., said he had already witnessed an 
advance wave of reformation in regard 
to feminine foolishness.” 

“The sensible girls of Atlanta—and 
I am glad to say they are in the ma- 
jority—have given up the Tango and 
are modifying their styles of dress,”’ 
said he. “Only recently I overheard % 
conversation between several leading 
members of Atlanta society and it sent 
a patriotic shiver down my back to 
listen to their criticism of the modern 
extremes. Women are vastly mistaken 
if they think that sensational dress ap- 
peals to men of the higher type. 

“T believe in educating people in eu- 
genics, but I consider the stage method 
too broad and coarke. The subject 
ought to be treated with more delicacy. 

“Hectic literature is contributing its 
share to the demoralization of society. 
The books one reads nowadays are weak 
substitutes for the literature of the last 
decade. 

“However, I am not inclined to view 
the. situation with pessimism.

Now that members of the St. Louis So- 
ciety for Social Hygiene have had an 
opportunity to see the play. Damaged 
Goods,” which is being presented at the 
Olympic Thé@ater under the society's 
auspicés, they are debating among them- 
selves the propriety of having given the 
organization’s indorsement to the pro- 
duction. g 

Some of the critics within the ranks of 
the society bel'eve the subject matter of 
the play and the method of handling 
that subject matter are not suited for 
presentation before audiences drawn 
from the general public. 

Before the first performance of the 
play in St. Leuls Monday it had re- 
ceived much advance exploitation, 
through the fact that it was to be pre- 
sented with the full indorsement and 
under the direct auspices of the St. 
Louls Society. It was widely heralded 
as a dramatic medium for teaching a 
great truth. The Rev. George R. Dod 
son, Percival Chubb and Percy Werner, 
as a committee of the society, were es- 
pecially active in this exploitation. 

Some Admit They Were Shock ed. 

Nearly all the members of. the society 
have seen “Damaged Goods.” Some ad- 
mit that they were shocked and others 
are outspoken in saying that the plav 
should not be produced for mixed au- 
diences. Others said they had not seen 
the play and had no desire to see it. 

Ben Blewett, Superintendent of the 
Public Schools and Dr. S. J. Niccolls, 
pastor of the Second Presbyterian 
Church. both members of the Society of 
Social Hygiene, strongly expressed their 
disapproval of the play. Dr. Niccolls 
said he did not believe in the public ex- 
ploitation of such themes and Blewett 
said the play was unhealthy and should 
not be produced on the public stage.
